European  rruit  crops,  C3pcci:lly  ir  the  iriport'-.nt  o;ci7orting  areas.  There 
arc  indications  also  chat  tnc  nor;  Eoacon  for  irgportcd  fruit  should  start 
earlier  than  last  yc  .r.     Irmcrtant  factors  governing  the  degree  of  in- 
crease over  ].a£t  year's  imp^u-'ts  p.rc:     Th^,  ^'inal  outturn  of  the  European 
crops;  the  size  and  price  of  the  2hiited  States  croportable  surplus,  -.nd 
the  level  of  German  ind.UGtrlal  activity.     The  latter  factor  is  kncT7n  to 
be  1<.jss  favorable  than  at  this  tine  last  year. 

The  Ger:;ir.n  ccnsu-';icr  appears  to  prefer  a  red  apple  prior  to  Christrr.£ 
Fol].ouing  that  perjel,  yellov*  apples  alr.c  are  popular,    Y'rvnesap,  Roine 
Beauty,  Delicious,  Yellov:  Nowtorai  (Albenaarlc  Tippin)  and  Ortley  variccies 
are  popular  in  Gcrr.iany.    As  to  size,  the  G-ri^ian  preference  is  for  138 's 
and  150' s  in  bodied  epplos.     In  barreled  appl'>-s  the  preforerce  is  for  2-^ 
inch  sizes  rather  than        inch.     Ir  :nost  Swrsers  there  is  nornally  a 
largo  volune  of  lor;  grado  Si'rcpean  grev/n  fruit  on  tue  Gcrnr.n  mrkct.  As 
a  result,  tne  inport  trade  usaally  is  not  interested  in  sueh  apples  from 
the  United  States.     Ir  ccranirn  T.'i th  the  r^thor  leading  foreign  mcirkcta  for 
/j.ncrican  apples,  the  Gerix'.n  iaarket  is  only  inter  ,  st'id  in  fruit  iu  good 
condition.     G;.r':ie.'iy  inports  iiore  boxed  apples  fron  the  United  States  than 
barreled  apples,  alt'-eugh  there  is  an  upvarcl.  trend  ir  the  imp  or  fca  of  both.

.  The  total  inports  of  opplcs  by  Gcrnany  rcachGcl  the  equivalent  of 
6,729,000  boxes  in  19::9-o0  as  con^arcd  v:ith  13,150,000  boxes  in  19  28-29 
and  8,102,000  boxes  in  1927-28.     The  total  inports  of  apples  in  1929-30 
\7crG  bcloTT  those  of  any  of  the  past  five  years.     This  recession  in  inaorts 
is  accounted  for  largely  b^''  the  large  Gen.nan  apple  crop  and  comprrativcly 
poor  business  conditions.     Ordinarily  the  continental  crops  o.re  fairly  v:ell 
disposed  of  by  Christr.ias  tine  but  this  year  coirinon  storage  conditions 
T7Gre  good  and  the  fruit  hole',  out  longer  than  usual. 

An  eq_uivalint  of  1,090,000  boxes  of  apples  were  iriportcd  from  the 
United  Stat:.s  by  Gori.iany  in  the  1929-20  season.     This  is  about  one-fcurth 
of  the  cniount  taken  by  Gormcny  fron  the  United  States  last  season. 
thoiigh  the  total  apple  imports  \7erc  smaller  than  in  any  of  the  past  five 
years,  the  1929-30  imports  from  the  United  States  T;erc  greater  then  in  cny 
season  except  1926-27  nnd  1928-29.     In  both  of  those  periods  the  United 
States  surplus  available  for  export  v/as  far  larger  than  last  season.  It 
Y/ould  seem,  therefore,  that  good  quality  apples  from  the  United  States  arc 
maintaining  their  popularity  in  Gennany. 

United  States  principal  source  of  G ^rr.iar^ 9icPi2_ ,i^ipo^"i^s 

Germany  bu:/s  more  apples  fron  the  United  States  than  from  any  other 
country.     On  a  five  year  aver  .go  basis  (1925-26  to  1923-30)  Germany's 
apple  inports  have  been  supplied  in  percentage  Df  the  total  as  follows: 
United  States  21.7,  Netherlands  15.5',  &.7itzerland  12.5,  Italy  10,3,  Bel- 
gium 8.1,  France  7,  Austria  4.5,  Czechoslovaicia  4.2,  Ru;.iania  3.9,  Hungary 
3.5,  Yugoslavia  2.4,  and  all  others  8.3.     The  amount  imported  from,  any  one 
countrj^  depends  on  the  eyrporta'.le  surplus  in  that  country,  Germxan  fruit 
crops  an:,  business  conditions.     Ccnsequentlj^  there  are  large  fluctuations 
in  the  quantity  of  apples  imported  from  any  one  country.    HoT;cvor,  even 
in  yee.rs  of  large  European  crops  considerable  quantities  r-f  apples  -wo 
Imported  from,  the  United  States  after  Christmas.     This  is  o::ing  to  the 
dim.inishcd  supplies  and  usually  poor  keeping  CiUality  of  the  European  apples. 

The  trend  in  imports  from  the  United  Status  appears  to  be  up'vard 
and  those  from  Italy  and  France  dov;n;7ard.    Hov;cver,  the  large  crop  in  the 
Italian  Tyrol  this  year  m.o.y  result  in  larger  imports  from  Italy.  There 
is  alV'ays  soma  dcaiand  in  Germa'ny    ee.rly  in  the  season    lor  high  class 
j.^aerico.n  opplos  to  m.ect  the  luxurj'  trade.    This  is  m.ostly  taken  care  of 
by  importations  of  boxed  apples,  principally  Jonathans,
